ENVOYS ACCEPT TERMS. 

I China’s Debt of $337,000,000 
Formally Assumed by the 
Emperor's Repre- 
sentatives. 

The Chinese peace envoys, in thiir 
reply to tbe ministers’ latest proposi- 
tions, state that China la willing to 
to pay an indemnity of £65,000,000 
Inctndiug interest. They want the 
rate ol Interest placed at 3K pet cen 
per annum The ministers have no 
decided cn Ihe amount of interest or 
tbe annual rate, but they are willing 
to take Chinese bonds at par for a 
term of years aa security, aud to per 
mit an increase in the tariff, which 
nearly all comet out ol the pecketa of 
fnreigntrs and will almnst iqiul Ihe 
aroual inltrshl. Some people C'’iu 
plain that, although hiiliub lr,.de ia 
predominant in China. Sir Ern at 
Salow, the Biitiah Miniit r, will con- 
tent to Ihia arrangement without c n 
ferring with the Chamber cf C- m- 
metce at Shanghai 01 elsewbvre or de 
manding some iquivalent in the way 
of privileges. 

Mr. Rockhill, the American spiciai 
commisaioner, is the only one ol tbe 
foreign representatives who Is mak- 
ing a strenous demand lor liver and 
harbor Improveni'nta and increased 
trade piiviieges in all China, which if 
graqted, would be uf great benefit to 
China as well as tu foreign countriis. 
The m.j >rity of the luiniaters are con- 
centrating all tbeir attcution in secur- 
ing a speedy pa) ment ol the indemni- 
ties and neglecting meaiurrs that 
would be mutually bentficial. The 
impression ia growing that the nego- 
tialiona will soon be finished Then 
the troops will evacuate Pekin and 
the court will retnrn, all without any 
guarantee ol permanent security in 
the future, thorough reform of the 
government or feelings of mutual good 
will. Tbe mioialera and military m< n 
•like are, tired ol tbe loog drawo out 
discussions over the lettlement ol tbe 
lodemnity. 

The Depaitment ol State has been 
iofoimed reliably that the Chinese 
Government baa issued a decree agree- 
ing to pay an indemnity ol 450,000,- 
000 taels, iquivalent to about three 
hundred and thirty seven millioo doi 
I lara at the present rate ol exchange. 

It is known now that the whole aub- 
^ ject ot lodemnity will liecloaed up be 
fore tbe cod of the picseot month. II 
* that ia not done and evacuation is not 
under way on a large acale, tbeu 



the Chinese Government must be as- 
aessrd (1,000,000 each day af er Jui c 
I next to compensate tbe powers for 
tbe maiuteoance ol their military 
lorces in China. Under this whip tbe 
Chiucse Goveromeut has been forced 
to yield. 

It is not known that tbe powers 
have agreed on the form and extent 
of guarantee, but now that the amount 
of indemnity is fixeil, not much diffi- 
culty la expected on this score. 

The United States Government baa 
not taken part in the selection of a 
military commandant to succeed Field 
Marabal Count von Waldersce in the 
supreme command at Pekia. Haviog 
dispensed with our military force In 
China, tbe Uoitid States ia not con- 
cerned io the personality ol tbe mili- 
tary chief Our legation guard will 
not owe alleglaoce or obedience to any 
foreign commander, but will be ans- 
werable sole to the Uolted States Min | 
istcr or Charge. In the event of com | 
mon peril, the several legation guards 
may unite for tbe common defense, in 
which case they may select their own 
leader, aa they did during tbe dclenae 
ol the legal toners last year.
